LONDON, February 21.—The Parisian jour- 
nal La Francaise publishes the following con- 
cerning the attempt on the Czar’s life. It 
comes from its St. Petersburg correspondent, 
and is dated February 19, at10 a. m 

‘‘The conspirators used dynamité& This 
substance can only have been placed in the 
vaults with the complicity of persons employ- 
ed ina subordinate capacify at the Winter 
Palace. The train was ged at the hour ap- 
pointed, with the aid of electric wires, which 
were cufafter the explosion, and were found 
in fragments at some distance from the dining- 


rocm,. Several officials are under surveil- 
lance. Many arrests have been made, but the 


police are not yet on the track of the as- 
sassins. The Emperor is saidto be much af- 
fected, and rumors of his abdication on 
March 2d are again passing from mouth to 
mouth.’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette, in its editorial, 
adds: ‘*The Czar has for months been living 
besieged in his own palace. His very bed has 
been guarded. Yet murder finds means to 
enter and strike its blow. The greater marvel 
is thatthe act presupposes complete knowl- 
edge of the Czar’s daily habits, and that 
nevertheless the conspirators did not omit fif- 
teen minutes to insure the destruction of their 
victims. The news has caused even a greater 
sensation than might be expected. The feel- 
ing is one of horror amounting tostupefaction, 
the explanation lying inthe utter recklessness 
of the attempt and the complete indifference 
to the number of lives sacrificed if the mur- 
derers reached their aim.. The fact 1s obvi- 
ous that, even within the walls of his own 
house, the Czar’s lifeis unsafe. It1s for the 
Czar to choose whether or not he will remain 
at his post. If he does,it seems scarcely doubt- 
ful that the attempts on his life will continue. 
Noremedy is more ridiculously inadequate 
than the promulgation of constitutional re- 
forms. One might as well attemptto stay the 
pursuit of apack of wolves by throwing oat 
bundles of fodder. Only one thing will arrest 
the wolves of Nihilism—abdication. Tre 
cdilemmais exonerable. The Czar is threate- 
ened with destruction as a man, andthe 
threats will continue until he consents bv his 
own act to destroy himself as aruler.”? 

FROM THE DUCHESS OF EDINBURGH.

A Romance of Keal Life in a Brooklyn 
Tenement.

Kice was spesking the reporter looked round 
the barren apartment, whose uncarpeted floor 
and the bare walls spoke of poverty and al- 
most squalor.

Taat 
te spoke truly there could be no doubt, for 
still he was rich in true manliness and all the 
higher attributes of human nature. stretch- 
ed on atable, which served for a bier, lay the 
poor woman, whose went d ‘is a singularly sad 
one.

De- 
luded into a mock marriage in Brooklyn by a 
man named Jenningsand despoiled of her 
property, she was left to beggarv and starva- 
tion, or werse. Jennie Tyler was born in 
Richmond in 1848; her girlhood was passed on 
her father’s plantation is Mississippi; sne was 
educated in a convent, and in 1872, when her 
cousin, John W. Steveuson, was United States 
Senator from Kentucky, she was introduced 
into Washington societ#® It was soon after 
the last event that she made the acquaintance 
of Jennings and married him. A few mentais 
wrought the misery and downfall of the 
bright, vivacious and intelligent young girl. 
For the nexttwo or three years nothing of 
her history is known by the public except that 
she was disowned by her family, and, as Mrs. 
hice declares, harshly wk away from her 
sister’s door when she weht to beg for bread 
and protection.

“T went with her to ber sister’s house,’’ 
said Mrs. Rice, *‘but the door was slammed 
in her face. I told her to come away with 
me, and that is how she became my brother’s

‘*Mrs. Collins has not been recognized by 
her family,’’ said that sister’s husband to toe 
reporter, **because she married below her 
station. There are family reasons why I 
sLould not talk about her tife; it is te rely a 
family matter, and does not cuncern the pub- 
lie.’? 

But the man who shared bis scanty earnings 
with her, who gave her a name and a home, 
who was proud to call her wife, was not s> re- 
ticent. Ashe sat over his dead in bis poor 
apartment at No. 78 Hudson avenue, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday, he never ceased talking of her 
gentleness, her virtues and her accomplish- 
ments. There was no mistaking the fact that 
this poor laboring man was proud of his tal- 
cated and high born-wife. ‘“*she was too fine 
a woman fora poor man to marrv,’? he said;

York. Her middie name was Herndon. You 
see she was of royal stock.’’ 

‘‘Haveyou heardfrom any of her friends 
since her death?’’ the reporter asked. 

“Mr. Brophy, her brother-in law, sent me 
$25 to bury her, but it came too late to do it 
to-day, and this morning I received a letter 
from her father.’’ 

Further inquiry elicited the fact that Mr. 
and Mrs. Collins were married October 13, 
1875, at St. Peter’s Church, in Tweantietn 
street, by the Rey. Dr. Beach. She died of 
consumption on Monday last at 2 o’clock p. m. 
Her remains will be interred at Fiatbush, ia 
the Cemetery of the Holy Cross, this afternoon. 
As the reporter rose to take his leave the 
woman who was in attendance upon the dead 
lifted the covering from the face of the deceas- 
ed.

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THE CZAR’S DINING HALL. 


How the Last Attempt to Blow Up the 
Imperial Family Was Made, 
[From the New York Suu) 


The seat of the last attempt directed against 
the Czar’s life. the private dining-room of 
the imperial family, is situated in tne wing of 
the Winter Palace, facing the so-called Palace 
or Admirality square, a vast space of open 

round, covered in part by a garden and 

rdered by large buildings almost exciusive- 
ly occupied by government offices. Directly 
opposite the palace, the Foreign Office, the 
General Staff and the Finance Ministry are 
situated. This great square surrounds the 
Winter Palace on its southern and eastern 
ircnt. Todthe west flows the broad stream of 
the Neva, and to the north the palace is sep- 
arated from the adjoining building (the bar- 
racks of the Preobrajensky Regiment) bya 
deep canal. Thusfrom the very countizura- 
tion of the palace and the grounds surround- 
Ing it, it seems highly improbable that the 
mine should have ex.ended beyond the walls 
of the palace. 

The part of the palac@é in which the explo- 
sion took place is exclusively devoted to the 
private apartments of the Czar, the Empress, 
und of their younger children. Tne rooms of 
the first floor, adjoining to the watch room, 
which has suffered sv severely from the shock, 
and in which so many lives were lost, were 
formerly occupied by the Grand Duchess Ma- 
ria Alexandrovna, now Duchess of Edin- 
burgh. At present they are occupied by the 
Countess Tulstoy, the former tutoress of the 
Duchess, and other ladies of the imperial 
suite. The basement, beneath which the mine 
had been laid, is inhabited by some of the 
most devoted and oldest male and female ser- 
vants of the imperial family. The inner court, 
to which, according to one of to-day’s cable 
dispatcbes, the wires of the mine have been 
traced, is situated in the heart of the palace, 
and runs lengthwise from north to south 
throughout the whole building, emerying into 
anarrow passage which runs between the 
Winter Palace and the adjoining and connect- 
ing building of the ‘‘Kremitage,’’ where the 
celebrated Imperial Art Museum and 
Picture Gallery are situated. In this courta 
busy life and turmoil of couriers coming and 
going, petty court officials, servants and <vor- 
nicks (porters) attending to their various 
work, reigns all day and partof the night. 
The entrance into this court is severely pro- 
hibited to all persons who have no special 
permission or business to transact with some 
of the empluyes of the palace. Here also a 
constant guard is kept, not only by military 
Wwatcbmen and policemen, but by numberiess 
seciet spies and detectives, the Third Sec- 
tion (secrét police) having a special depart- 
ment composed of its shrewdest and most de- 
voted agents, whose sole business coasists in 
watching day and night the palace, its sur- 
roundipgs and all the movements of the Czar 
and his family. From these facts it appears 
at least ager probable that either the Nihil- 
its have nothing to do with the explosion of 
Tuesday night and that the latter is the work 
of some court party or of some ambitious 
member of the Imperial family, or eise that 
the Nihilists have in this instance been but 
the tools in the hands of such a court intrigue. 
Possibly, however, they secured allies 1n the 
palace. 

Tbe buge structure of the Winter Palace is 
inbabited,. besides the imperial family, by 
over (40 persons of the most different stations 
in life and cfficial positions, ranging from the 
dvornik (porter), the istopnik (stove lighter), 
and the skorochod (messenger), to the ladies 
of the imperial household and the Grand 
Marshal of the Court, and all this great army 
of attendants is attached by the most vital ties 
to the interesis of the court and of the im- 
perial family. It is next toimpossible fora 
revolutionary party to find among this throng 
a sufficient number of devoted and energetic 
allies, Whereas the fact of a court intrigue, 
hexded by a member of the Imperial family 
and abetted by some high officiais of the em- 
pire, finding willing tools among the court 
servants, would be neither novel nor original, 
and has indeed become a leading feature of 
Russian lstory. Tbus Catharine IL. has 
marched to the throne over the corpsé of her 
husband, Peter III., and Alexander I., the 
uncle of the present Emperor, has taken ad- 
Var.tage of the tragedy enacted in the palace 
of Paul I. 


Beardless British Soldiers. 
[Toronto Globe Lendon Letter. ] 


It is acurious thing that Eoaglish soldiers 
are notallowed towear a beard. The rezu- 
lation to this effect is an oid one, and the 
prejucice upor which it is founded dates 
back, I suppose, to the time of Admiral Park- 
er, who, when the fleet .was at Lisbon, and 
some of the sailurs copied the foreign fashion 
of wearing a beard and moustache, ordered 
the whole fleet to shave, and not to make 
themselves *‘like brutes, beasts and foreign- 
ers.’’ Butthere is no reason why a soldier 
shouid not be allowed to do as he chooses in 
the matter:, A correspondent of a contem- 
oe writes’ ‘‘Slim six-footers apd square- 
juilt Dutchmen stand in the same ranks; 
smooth, carroty locks aud frizzy black curis 
scent the same gale; rosy-cheeked farm 
laborers and sallow factory men stand cheek 
by jowl; Hibernian snubs and cogitative, 
broad-based noses sneeze sympathetically at 
the same dust atoms; shapely, straight 
limbs and bowed spindle shanks move side by 
side; and here andthere a new scarlet frock 
touches a garment weather-worn to brick- 
dust hue. Asforthe dirt argument, beards 
are allowed tobe worn at the very time that 
cleanliness becomes most difficult and water 
most scant—in war time—and I have never 
known a well-trimmed beard to be a cause of 
dirt; in fact, as the hair covers more space on 
the head than on the chin, this argument 
would tell more strongly in favor of a shaven 
crown.’’ I have heard on good authority 
that the War Office is inclined to take a liber- 
al view ofthe matter, and that next yeara 
“bs 2 poner will be made allowing the British 
soldier full liberty as to wearing a beard or 
not.

Thirteen Days Living on Wine and Human 
Flesh, 


A cablegram a few days since announced the 
death of M. Goulard, and statedthat he was 
the last survivor of the wreck of the French 
frigate Medusa, which occurred in 1816 off 
the west coast of Africa. This, however, is 
not the case, as there is living on a small 
farmin our suburban vicinity a gentleman 
who underwent all the terrible horrors of the 
most thrilling shipwreck of all times. This 
gentleman is a Monsieur Robert Colinet, who 
resides on his son-in-law’s farm near Filoris- 
sant. Henry Cousin, M. Colinet’s son-in-law, 
came tothis country in 1850 and has been lo- 
cated in the neighborhood of Florissant since 
1861. When he and his wife emigrated to 
this country M. Colinet accompanied them 
and has lived with his daughter and son ever 
since. He is now in his 85th year and, al- 
though somewhat feeble and ailing,retains the 


possession of his mental faculties. 
His hair is snow-white and 
he has a long flowing white 
beard which adds considerably to his patri- 
archal appearance. His greatest delight is to 
pass the time with his grandchildren, of whom 
he has four. Last Thursday a reporter of the 
PosT-DISPATCH paid a visit to the farm- 
house of Mr. Cousin, who, with his wife, re- 
ceived the intruder most hospitably. The 
object of the call was explained, and present- 
ly the reporter was conducted to another 
introduced to M. 


room, where he was 1 
Colinet, who, at the pressing request 
of the seeker after news, consented 


to relate his terrible experiences of that fear- 
ful wreck. M. Colinet’s account was, in sub- 
stance, as follows: 

THE WRECK. 

‘‘It wasin July, 1816, that the Medusa, 
which was a French war frigate, was wrecked 
off Pontendic on the coast of Senegal. The 
colony of Senegal was restored to France by 
the treaty of 1815, and the Government sent 
out the Medusa and three other vessels to take 


possession of it. When the wreck oc- 
curred, part f the ship’s company, 
including the Captain, M. De Chaumareys, 


took to their boats; the rest, to the number 
of 150, had recourse to a raft hastily lashed 
together. I was one of the 150, and was then 
a sub-lieutenant in the army, and 21 years 
old, accompanying my detachment to the 
ae In two hours after pushing off for 
the shore the people in the boats had the 
cruelty to bear away and leave the raft, al- 
ready laboring hard amid the waves, and 
alike destitute of provisions and instru- 
ments of navigation, to shift foritself. This 
cruel desertion produced a profound feeling 
of despairamongst us. Wecried furiously for 
vengeance on those who had abandoned us 
and gave ourselves up for lost. After the 
first transports of passion had subsided our 
sole efforts were directed to the means of 
gaining the landand to procure provisions. 
All we had on the raft was twenty-five pounds 
of biscuit and some hogsheads of wine. We 
put up a sail on the raft. 
THE FIRST NIGHT ON THE RAFT. 
“The day passed quietly, but the night was 


stormy. Black clouds covered the sky, the 
Waves rose mountain high and we 
were tossed from side to side 
of the raft. Our terror was great 


and we prayed for the dawnof day. Often 
some one of us would lose all hope and jump 
into the boiling billows. A baker and two 
young cabin boys took an affectionate fare- 
welloftheir comrades,and saying,* We are off!’ 
plunged into the deep. During this first 
night twelve persons were lostfrom the 


raft. 

“Asthe day approached we grew a little 
calm; some, however, did not seem able to 
recover their senses. There was one young 
man in particular, who continually asked 
everyone, ‘What shall weeat? A few threw 
themselves into the sea in their despair, but 
were sometimes picked upagain. A M. Grif- 
fen jumped off the raft twice but was picked 
up each time. The desire for food grewapace 
on us, but the hope of seeing a boat enabled 
us to bear up against hunger. 

A DRUNKEN ORGIE AND SLAUGHTER. 

‘‘With the advent of night, however, the de- 
sire for food became ungovernable and ended 
in a state of general delirium. The greater 
part of the soldiers and sailors, unable to ap- 
pease the hunger that preyed upon them, 
and persuaded that death was now inevitable, 
took the fatal resolution of softening their 
Jast moments by drinking of the wine till 
they could drink no more. Attacking a hogs- 
head in the center of the raft they drew large 
libations from it; they. began to quarrel and 
fight with one another, andere long the few 
planks on which we were floating between 
time and eternity became the scene of a most 
bloody contest for momentary pre-eminence. 
No less than sixty-three men lost their lives 
on this eee? occasion. 

‘‘Tranquility was finally restored and we 
sank into a kind of stupor. We saw 
visions and heard cries of despair. Those who 
had been furious during the night had become 
sullen and morose. Two or three plunged 
into the ocean coolly bidding us farewell; 
others said. ‘‘Don’t despair, I am going to 
bring you relief. You shallsee me again,” 
and then thev jumped off the raft. and pushed. 
Our minds wandered and we imagined that 
we were at our homes or on board the Medusa 


again. 
EATING HUMAN CARRION. 

‘‘With the third day eame again acute 
pangs of hunger, so sharp _§ that 
all of us could not resist. Some of the men 
actually tore off the flesh from the dead bo- 
dies that covered the raft and devoured it. 
The officers and passengers, myself amon 
them, could not touch the horrible food; it 
was too repugnant. So wej tried to eat the 
belts of our sabres and cartouch-boxes and 
managed to swallow some small pieces, but 
we were forced at last to desist. It brought 
us no relief. That evening we were so fortu- 
nate astocatch about 200 flying fishes, which 
we immediately shared. 

A HORRIBLE REPAST. 

We found some gun-powder and madea 
fire and cooked the fish. But our portions 
were 80 smal! that it only made our hunger 
greater. Sosome of us commenced cooking 
the flesh from the bodies of our dead com- 
rades and eat it, and at last all of us were 
tempted to taste it, and continued toeat of it 
while on the raft. This horrid cannibal re- 
past was < hy by another scene of 
violence an disaster—a second fight 
took place during tne night, and in 
the’ morning only thirty persons were 
leftalive on the raft. Onthe fourth night 
a third fit of: despair swept off fifteen more, 
so that finally the number of us miserable 
beings was reduced from one hundred and 
fifty tofifteen. A return of reason 
now to enlighten our situation. Our gloomy 
thoughts were fixedon the little wine that 
was left and we contemplated with horror 
the ravages which despair and want had 
made amongst us. 

THE STUPOR OF DESPAIR. 

“Eight days’ torments had rendered us 
no longer ourselves. At 
ourselves 80 


to rest ourselves upon. 
we resolved to wait death in a becoming min- 
mer.

idea of destroying themselves after finish- 
ing the little wine that remained. We 
made the strongest remonstrances to them: 
but their diseased brains could only 
fix on the rash project they had conceived; a 
hew contest was therefore on the point of com- 
mencing, but at length they yielded to our re- 
monstrances. Many of us, after receiving our 
smail portion of wine, fell into a state of in- 
toxication, and then great misunderstandings 
arose. At other times we were pretty quiet, 
and sometimes our natural spirits inspired 
- — inspite of the horrors of our situa- 
n. 
A SAIL SEEN, 

‘The seventeenth day of July, in the morn- 
ing, thirteen days after bein for- 
saken, while each was enjoying the 
delights of his poor portion of wine, a cap- 
tain of infantry perceived a vessel in the 
horizon and announced it with a shout of joy. 
For some moments we were suspended be- 
tween hope and fear. Some said they saw the 
ship draw nearer; others that it was sailing 
away. Unfortunately these last were not 
mistaken, for the brig soon disappeared. 
From excess of joy we now sank into despair. 
We were s0 accustomed to the idea of death 
that we saw it approach with indiffer- 
ence, We had remarked many 
others terminate their existence without 
great outward signs of pain. They first became 
quite delirious, and nothing could appease 
them; after that they fell into a state of im- 
becility that ended their existence, like a 
lamp that goes out for want of oil. 

THE LAST VICTIM. 

**A boy twelve years old, unable,to support 
these privations, sank under them after the 
brig had disappeared. He was the last vic- 
tim. Fle was a fine boy, deserving of a better 
fate. Weal! assisted him as faras circum- 
Stances permitted; but nefther wine nor any 
other consolation would save him, 
and he expired in our arms. As 
long as he was able to move he was continu- 
ally running from one side of the raft to the 
other, calling out for his mother, for water 
and for food. 

SAVED! SAVED! 

*‘About 6 o’clock in the evening of the 17th, 
a few hours after the death of the boy, one of 
our companions looking out,on a sudden 
stretching his hands forward and scarcely able 
to breathe, cried out, ‘Here’s the brig almost 
alorgside!’ It was the Argus, a vessel sent 


out to search for us, and in fact 
she was actually ew § near. We 
threw ourselves on each other’s necks with 


frantic transports while tears trickled down 
our withered cheeks. She soon bore down 
upon us within pistol shot, senta boat and 
presently took us all on board. We had 
scarcely escaped when some of us became de- 
lirious again. <A military officer was going to 
leap into the sea, as he said,totake up his 
pocket-book, and would certainly have done 
so but for those about him; others were affect- 
edinthe same manner, but in a less degree. 
For nearly two weeks we remained 
in a state oof delirium, now im- 
agining ourselves upon .the raft and our 
minds in a continual state of agitation. One 
of the fifteen survivors became deaf and re- 
mained for along timein a state of idiocy. 
Others frequently lost their recollection. It 
was years before I fully recovered from the 
effects of the terrible sufferings I had under- 
gone. Frequently the horrible scenes would 
present themselves to my imagination in 
dreams. 
and in my delirium went through all my suf- 
ferings again, but after five years l 
became fully restored to health. The 
captain of the Medusa, who escaped 
in the boat, was court-martialed, cashiered 
and thrown into prison.” 

So ended the horrible tale that M. Colinet 
related to the reporter, and even after the 
lapse Of more than three score vears it was 
evident that the sad recital visibly affected 
him. The conversation was then guided by 
Mr. Cousin and his wife to differeut topics, 
during which the old gentleman regained 
control of his emotions, and the reporter took 
his leave. 


BOOKS. 


The Book and News Company, 317 North 
Fourth street, have received a number of at- 
tractive new books, among others Raymond’s 
‘‘Camp and Cabin,’ a neat little volume of 
243 pages, full of the breezes of mountain and 


prairie. The sketches in the book are valu- 
able and well written, and the reader will be 
introduced to a number of new people and 
new places.

**Solomon’s Story,’’?a new and attractive 
story of Western Life, is by Mr. W. J.

other localities. In the opening chapter refer- 
ence is made to the falling overboard of a pas- 
senger onariversteamer, and hfs supposed 
drowning.

Sheldon Amos’ work, ‘‘Fifty Years of the 
English Constitution—1830-1880,’’ is onebf 
the most important semi-professional books 
ofthe year. The character and purpose of the 
yolume are well told in the title, and although 
the book appeals more directly to lawyers, it 
has a value to the cultivated reader whieh will 
procure it an extensive audience among those 
who wish to study how the Anglo-Saxon 
method is working on the other side of the At- 
lantic upon the same questions which occupy 
us here. The work is a very thorough and 
comprehensive one, and it examines all things 
covered by the Constitution carefully and con- 
scientiously.

Happened in 8t. Louis, 
Men, Women and Children Who Have Been 
Lost in the Last Two Years. 


Upon an average once a month the papers of 
St. Louis are called upon to chronicle the sud- 
den and mysterious disappearance of some 
one who has gone out froma large circle of 
friends never to be again heard from until the 
grave will gives up their dead. In fact nothing 
is more common than for men and 
women to drop quietly out of the 
knowledge of friends. and the keenest 
detective search, the most thorough working 
of al] the enginery of a skilled police has been 
utterly unable to find out what has become of 
them and where they are. The mysterious 
disappearance has become such an integral 
part of life that some of the most successfu] 
novels of the age have been founded upon it, 
while disappearances are occurring day after 
day which are romances in themselves. 
These occurrences are not meant to 
include ‘suicides, but to treag only 
of those cases where men and woman honore* 
and respecied in the community, with every- 
thing to live for, have gone away and never 

been beard of more, leaving behind only the 
startling suspicion, amounting often to cer- 
tainty, that they have been murdered. This 
sort of disappearance has not always been 
a popular one in St. Louis; up to the year 
1874 people were addicted to dying quietly in 
their beds with their friends about 
them, but since that year this 
city has fully kept pace with its more preten- 
tious neighbors until the winter of 1877-8, 
when the public mind was shocked witha 
number of instances, occurring in rapid suc- 
cession,which were of such a painful and mys- 
terious character that they will bear retelling. 
THE MYSTERY OF THE MERAMEC. 

Viola Belle Renne’s death affords an 
example of the disappearance which 
begins at the wrong end. It was not known 
that she was lost when she was found in De- 
cember, 1877, floating in the Meramec River, 
dead for some time and with marks upon her 
person that told a singular tale of violence. 
She was the wife of Charles Reinne,a man who 
had practically abandoned her and gone to 
live with a well-known woman of the town. 


Mollie Brookes. Viola went pack 
to her people, who lived in 
the north end of the city, and 


it was not long before her husband began to 
persecute her for arenewal of conjugal rela- 
tions. The female heart is proverbially weak, 
and after much coaxing she consented to ac- 
company him on a Vislt tohis brother’s house, 
situated on the other side of the Meramec 
River, although she feared him and proved 
her distrust bya note in her pocket book, 
which was found upon her body and read at 
the inquest, ‘‘If Iam found dead I have been 
foully dealt with. U. B. R.”? 

The couple got off of the cars this side of 
Meramec and Viola was never again seen 
alive. The testimony given at the inquest re- 
sultéd inthe maiden murder trial of the new 
St. Louis County, but Charles Renne was dis- 
charged; nothing could be proved against 
him. A negro was found after the trial who 
had heard a woman’s shriek and a man’s 
angry voice on the Meramec bridge the night 
she vanished, and then a heavy fallto the 
water below. 

FOLLOWING A WARRANT. 

Treading closely upon the heels of the 
Renne mystery and happening in the same 
month of December, 1877, was the disappear- 
ance of Mrs. Emma White, a young and at- 
tractive married woman, who had a number 
of friends. Being avery pretty girl, she was 
subjected to the continued admuration of a 
very prominent gentleman, who was then 
and is now looked on as a worthy 

illar of society and of the church. 

e pursued Mrs. White so reientlessly that 
she swore out a warrant an him for per- 
sistent and brutal criminal assaults. He was 
held over in $2,000 bond, and went to jail. 
When the grand jury met next day to inves- 
tigate the case, Mrs. White turned up miss- 
ing, and she has never been heard of from 
that day to this. Although the law has 
searched high and low for her, it has never 
caught a trace of the lady. No one was there 
to testify against the prominent citi- 
zen, and he waiked out of the jail a free man. 
The paper which she swore out was a warrant, 
but not as she thought it, for it certainly was 
her own death-warrant. 

THE RAILROAD DISAPPEARANCES. 

The trains running out of St. Louis across 
the sloughs that line the Illinoisshore have 
carried more victims to their death than any 
one conceives, and a single and singular case 
in point was the disappearance of Judge Wm. 
Mayo. This gentleman was a prominent 
and wealthy lawyer of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, who left the Laclede Hotel on the 
morning of the 19th of January, 1878, to go to 
Olney, Ill., to attend to animportant bank 
transaction in which he was deeply interested. 
Just this side of the Relay Depot he was 
spoken to, and never after that seen on earth 
again. The only reasonable theory ofthe 
crime is that the Judge was decoved out tothe 

jatform and coolly thrown off the train by 
hired assassins. inimical to the suit which the 
Judge was bent on bringing,and which would 
bave uncovered much crookedness' on 
the part of one of the 
bank officials. He was doubtless murdered, 
and although the river banks and the sloughs 
and ponds were scoured by men acting under 
the incentive of a $500 reward, he was never 
found. His gold-headed cane and valise con- 
tinued in the car-seat until the train arrived 
in Cincinnati. Judge Mayo is not the only 
man who has been thrown off the trains about 
the Relay Depot. 

ACROSS THE BRIDGE. 


Matthew Graham was last seen 
alive at King’s saloon, corner of 
Seventh and Wash streets, on the 


evening of February 18, 1878, with $83 in his 
pockets, and admittedly under the influence 
of liquor. Graham was a plasterer. who then 
lived at 1511 North Fourteenth street. A man 
answering to the description of Graham came 
to the eastern entrance of the bridge, and told 
the watchman that he desired to cross as 
there were two men following him. The 
watchman told him to waft until nine o’ clock 
and be would go with him. It is supposed 
that in the meantime the two men crossed, at 
any rate the watchman and Graham, or rather 
the man supposed to be Graham, went to the 
Illinois side, and there all trace of Graham 
ends. Of course he was murdered. Gra- 
ham was the principal witness against 
Jobn W. Beaumont, then in the jall charged 
with murder, and the absence of his testimony 
threw back the bolts and bars which stood 
between that person and liberty. 
TWO SECRETS OF THE RIVER. 

Charles F. Smith left his home in Caronde- 
let to go ona frogging expedition across the 
river to East Carondelet. He was never seen 

ain, although when the river went down his 
skiff was found weighted down with rocks. 
Some blood was found on the ferry lagging 
and some iron filings, and the only 
plausible theory is that Smith found 
some men trying to get away with 
his skiff, had hot words with them and was 
murdered. Huis body never was found. 

On December 3, 1878,Wm. Zeller, a wealthy 
and respected citizen, fifty years of age, 
strolled out fora short walk after supper in 
good bealth and spirits, and did not again re- 
turn alive. Two hundred dollars reward was 
offered, and Mr. H. C. Haarstick, his son-in-

disappearances put together. Dick Turpin 
and Buffalo Bill stories have lured thousands 
of i pormectiy reared boys away from com- 
fortable homes, and after they have failed to 
find their Utopias ecnverted them to vaga- 
bonds and criminals. Only a small 
percentage of these boys are ever reported 
to the police, and the records are necessarily 
very imperfect. The track of every large cir- 
cus and every race meeti throughout the 
country is always marked by the telegrams 
and pho aphs of missing children, which 
are received in St. Louis and in every other 
city in the land, sent by agonized parents 
whose young birds have left the nest before 
their pin-feathers are grown. How many pa- 
rents are tog poor for this expensive search? 
and how many do not think it worth the 
trouble? 

While boys are generally lured off by a 
temptation which, when they have yielded to 
it, does not leave them much worse, the path 
of every young and. inexperienced girl in any 
large city,and especially in St. Louis,is hedged 
with deadly perils, of whose existence the 
older generation does not dream, and which 
are known thoroughly only tothe police, the 
reporters and the despicable scoundrels 
who find their only aim in life to set deadfalls 
for innocence and virtue. Every facility is 
extended to school girls, domestics, shop 
clerks and sewing women to go wrong, and 
when they do adopt a lite of shame 
to keep their disgrace hid from their friends 
and relatives. The ‘‘Madames’’ of St. Louis 
are fertile in resources which will so disguise 
a girl that her identity would never be dis- 
covered. 

A SAD ROMANCE. 

A remarkable instance of this sort of dis- 
appearance, Which reads like a romance but 
which is vouched for by the highest police 
authority in St. Louis, runsas follows: A 
young lady of sixteen, whose family are 
among the most prominent in St. Louis, sud- 
denly left her home, and, stimulated 
by regard for her family no less than by hope 
of reward,the search for her was indefati able. 
but fruitless. Other cases intervened and this 
stricken mother one day, afterthe lapse of 
several weeks, saw her lost daughter entering 


a house of questionable reputation. 
She followed her child, and soon 
came out with her, both in 
tears. All was forgiven and the girl taken 


home, where she remained for some time, but 


soon disappeared: again, this time going toa 
new house of ill-fame. She wrote a letter 


to her mother dated at Louisville, 
which she sent to that city, saying that 
she meant to travel awhile, and, of course. 
all queg@ was given up and the family did 
their best to hide their shame from the world. 
She then returned to the house where her 
mother had rescued her and lived there quiet- 
ly for months,within six blocks of her father’s 
house. When a girl abandons her family and 
deliberately goes into this sort of life she can 
soalter her appearance by the use of 
blonde powders and cosmetics and 
by skillful padding that it is alto- 
ether impossible to trace her. 
‘his is no uncommon thing for a girl to do, no 
matter how well connectea or well-known she 
may be, and the readers of the PosT-DIs- 
PATCH would be shocked at the array of 
names that could be printed of young ladies 
at one time in society, and now, or lately, in 
the demi-monde. The roster of inmocent 
young women from lower circles, girls. whom 
their parents think are dead, but who are 
really worse than dead, is startlingly large. 
DURING THE YEAR 1879, 
150 persons were reported to tne police as 
missing, ranging in age from eighty years 
eight. Of these 113 were males and forty- 
four females. Seventy were adults, and of 
the minors tbirty were girls and fifty-seven 
boys.
